It is thought by many that this is only 
the beginning, as there is no possible hope 
of getting a channel cut through the jam 
of logs and ice. 

The river gorge is now twenty-three feet 
high and four and a half miles long. All 
the farming country five miles south of the 
town of Wheaton is under water and the 
loss to farmers is enormous. Many farmers 
barely escaped with their lives and in some 
places houses and barns are carried away. 
Live stock has been lost by every farmer. 

The suffering by those obliged to move is 
terrible, as the thermometer shows from 
1 to 5 degrees below zero. 

This afternoon all hope was given up of 
Saving the entire business portion of the 
city from being submerged. The ice is rap- 
idly forming four miles below and the water 
is rising in the city at the rate of a foot an 
hour. Everybody is making preparations to 
move to the hill. 

A report that another gorge is forming at 
Little Falls, thirty miles above here, was 
brought in this morning and increased the 
panic, as in case of it breaking suddenly 
the whole city would be swept away. 

A report from Durand, south of here, says 
thirty people have lost their lives, and suf- 
fering from the cold is intense. This report 
cannot be verified and is probably greatly 
exaggerated.

Prisoners Tell of a Plot To Wreck a 
Train on Which Was a Large 
Amount of Money.. 


Nashville, Tenn., December 1.—Deteotive 
Wilson, of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, arrested today, on the train near 
Columbia. a man who is thought to be the 
leader of a gang of robbers who for the 
past year have made periodical raids upon 
the depot at Summertown, a village in 
Lawrence county. 

The man gave his name as McComas, and 
said his home was in Indiana. He first 
showed fight, and the officer’s coolness 
alone prevented a tragedy. 

McComas afterwards told where a lot of 
the plunder could be found, and also re- 
vealed a plot to rob a train which was 
known to carry a large amount of money 
each month from Nashville to Florence 
and Cheffield to pay off hands working at 
the tron furnaces at those places, 

He also implicated a man near Summer- 
town who was recently released from the 
state prison for robbing the depot at that 
place, and his brother, who was yesterday 
sentenced to the penitentiary for four years 
for a burglary committed in the vicinity. 
The pistols McComas attempted to use on 
the detective were stolen a few nights ago 
out of the express office at Summertown. 

McComas was captured through a card 
on which was pasted the sample of a suit 
of clothes, stolen from the depot a few 
nights ago. It seems that the gang had a 
systematic method for securing whatever 
they wanted. They would order goods from 
Chicago tirms sent C. O. D. to Summer- 
town, for men the agent never heard of, 
and of course would be held until called 
for. 

When a sufficient quantity arrived, a raid 
would be made, and the railroad paid for 
the stuff. Thess robberies have occurred 
frequently in the last year, and not in- 
frequently would the freebooters capture 
money from the express company. There 
is no telling how much the corporations 
have lost.

No movement of 
that sort is in the interest of silver.” 

Senator Cannon has recently been in Ida- 
ho and says there is little chance to de- 


feat Senator Dubois. 

‘‘The republicans had hoped to defeat him 
with a republican,” said he, “but failing 
in this they will try to defeat him with a 
populist. Any defeat of Senator Du Bois 
will be a victory for the gold men, and I 
think the free silver democrats and the 
populists will give him enough votes to 
elect him. We need him in the senate to 
carry on an active fight there, for as a 
fighter there is none better.” 

What Senator Chandler Says. 

Senator “Billy” Chandler has been accus¢cd 
of all the political crimes known, but no- 
body ever accused him of lack of brains 
or political foresight.

SPEECHES BY JOHNSTON AND OTHERS 


Inaugural Address of the Former Was 
a Magnificent Oratorical Effort 
and the Embodiment of Sin- 
cerity and Earnestness. 

The Exercises. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 1.—(Spe¢ial.) 
Joseph F. oJhnston, of Birmingham, Jef- 
ferson county, was duly inaugurated as 
governor of Alabama today. He took the 
oath of office while standing on the topmost 
of the big stone steps leading up to the 
capitol, and upon the very spot where 


Jefferson Davis stood when he was sworn 
in as president’ the southern confeder- 


acy. ‘ee 
The weather has been intensely disagree- 
able, a chilling drizzle having fallen con- 
tinuously since breakfast. But for this; 
the inauguration exercises would have been 


exceedingly attractive. 

The inaugural procession formed in front 
of the exchange hotel at 2 p. m It con+ 
sisted of about twenty companies of the 
state troops, including two batteries of ar- 
tillery and two cavalry troops, Colonel 
Clark, of the Second regiment, being in 
command, and about twenty carriages, con- 
taining state, county and city officers and 
the judges of the supreme court. The pro- 
cession was headed by the Second regiment 
band and the carriage containing Gov- 
ernor Oates and the governor-elect fol- 
lowed next after the military. 

Upon arriving at the capital, the gov- 
ernor and the governor-fo-be alighted and 
walked up the several filghts of stone steps 
to’ the capitol, C Johnston with his 
right arm slipped through the left and only 
arm of the retiring governor. 

A table had been placed at the head of 
the capitol steps.and Mrs. Oates and Mra. 
Johnston were seated near it on the ve- 
randa, the remainder of the veranda béing 
eccupied by members of the legislature and 
pretty young women. 

Bishop Johnston, of the Episcopal church, 
opened the ceremonies with prayer. He in- 
voked blessings on the incoming adminis- 
tration, and on those who constituted the 
retiring administration. 

Governor Oates then addressed the as- 
sembly. He assured the people that he 
had endeavored to serve them honestly and 
well—that he had done his best and be- 
lieved his people would give him all the 
credit he might deserve. He felt that his 
administration had not been without good 
results to the state, and he resigned his 
charge to his successor with the consola- 
tion of having performed well his duty. 
He then introduced, In a most happy and 
handsome manner, his distinguished suc- 
cessor. The people cheered their-old chief- 
tain most cordially. : 

Captain Johnston was in splendid form. 
The ambition of a lifetime was being grati- 
fied and he did not conceal, nor attempt to, 
the pride and satisfaction he felt. The au- 
dience gave him a cordial greeting. The 
thousand or two people who stood before 
him in the pouring rain heard every word 
he said and the frequent cheers that went 
up evinced their approval. 


Governor’s Inaugural Address, 


Governor Johnston said: ; 

“Fellow citizens—To be osen to the 
highest office within the gift of the peopie 
of the state shculd gratify the ambition and 
inspire the patriotism of any citizen. In en- 
tering upon the duties of the office I am 
about to assume, | do so with profound 
gratitude to the people, and with a just 
comprehension of the difficulties that be- 
set the path before me, difficulties that 
can only be overcome by help from Him 
who holds. us all in the hollow of His 
hand. 

“I shall undertake this work with the 
single purpose to do what I can to bri 
to our people the blessings of peace an 
prosperity, and with the conviction in my 
heart that I can best serve my party by 
best serving the people. F 

“The hot political contests. of this event- 
ful year that aroused so much passion 
are now behind us; the people have reg- 
istered their will and all good citizens 
should yield dheerful obedience to their 
mandate; if they have not erred in their 
verdict on the great question that broke 
party lines, returning prosperity will soon 
confirm their judgment; if they have erred, 
no misrepresentation or coercion can deter 
them from setting aside the verdict and 
driving from place and power those who 
have misled or deceived them. 

“The past is beyond recall, but the fu- 
ture stands a willing handmaid to reward 
patriotic endeavor.” 

The speaker went at some length into @ 
dissertation on Alabama, its resources and 
capabilities. He reminded the people that 
with an area of a little mvure than 53,000 
square miles there was not territory of like 
size in the known world so profitable in the 
variety of its own resources. After com- 
menting on the many goud things possessed 
by Alabama, the speaker continued: 

‘These are our opportunities; these the 
substantial groundwork upon which @ 

t commonwealth can be erected, 

“It is our duty and our privilege to. utl- 
lize these blessings This is the age of in- 
dustrial development, and to that task the 
legislator and citizen should bend their en- 
ergies and weary not in well doing. When 
we consider that we are now cultivating 
and utilizing less than one-third of these 
resources, and that the other two-thirds 
‘produce taxes only, it behooves us to in- 
vite to our borders and give generous wel- 
come to men and money to aid in awak- 
ening these dormant resources. 

“Our pig iron should be meited and our 
cotton spun and woven at home, thus giv- 
ing greater employment to iabor and es- - 
tablishing home markets for our agricultu- 

ucts.

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Train Wrecker Is on Trial for His Life 
at Jeffersonville. 


WIFE HAS DESERTED HIM 


Attorney for the Defense 
May Be Called Home by Sick 
Wife—Witnesses Examined.

Jeffersonville, Ga., December 1.—(Special.) 
Tom Shaw, the train wrecker, is on trial 


at Jeffersonville. 

A jury was secured after many hours 
of tedious work, Many of those summoned 
went off for cause, and several because they 
were opposed to capital punishment. 

Over one hundred witnesses are . present 
to testify, about equally divided between 
state and defendant. r 

Shbaw’s wife, who heretofore has been 
so devoted to him, has deserted him and 
is not present at this trial. 

Attorney Moore stated before the case 
began that he had left his wife very sick 
from a recent severe attack of fever and 
that she was very weak. Should she be 
come worse he said he would have to leave 
for his home in Macon. He is the leading 
attorney for the defendant and the case 
is proceeding with the understanding that 
should Mr. Moore's wife’s condition be- 
come worse the case will go over to the 
regular term, 

R M. Tittimor, engineer of tho freight 
which ran into the trestle and tumbled 
upon the passenger car which had preceded 
it into Stone creek, was the first witness. 
He told of the killing of his fireman and 
of the death of old man Whippler, the 
baggage master, who was pinned down by 
trucks and was drowned. He testified that 
the trestle was in geod condition and to 
the removal of the rail. He said the rail 
could not have been displaced by the 
wheels of the train, but was displaced by 
wreckers. 


Conductor Lowry, of the passenger train, | 


gave a graphic description of the death of 
Whippler, the baegage master. When asked 
by Solicitor General Eason when he saw 
Whippler alive last he scated that it was 
in the baggage car a short while before 
the wreck. Whippler offered him some cake 


- his little girl had made. 


On cross-examination Mr. Moore,, for the 
defense, endeavored to show that Joiner, 
the engineer of the passenger, was ncted 
for fast running. Lowry testified that 
Joiner was one of the best engineers on the 
road. 

At the conclusion of Lowry’s testimony 
court adjourned until 8:30 o’clock tomor- 
row morning.

BROOKLYN IS ACCEPTED. 
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NEW CRUISER WENT INTO COM- 
MISSION AT NAVY YARD. 


Cojnmandant Howell’ Takes Charge 
of the Vessel as the National 
Colors Are Raised, 


Philadelphia, December 1.—The cruiser 
Brooklyn went into commission at League 
Island navy yard at 1:42 p. m. The blue 
jackets and marines were mustered on the 
quarter deck, the former being on the 
starboard side.and the latter on the port 
side, dnd then Captain Cook and his 
officers and Commandant Howell, of the 
League Island yard, glistening in their 
uniforms, made their appearance. 

The ship had been turned over to Com- 
mandant Howell by Captain Sargent, repre- 
#enting the builders, and the commandant 
began the ceremony by transferring the 
vessel to Captain Cook. As the bugler 
sounded the ‘“‘three ruffies’’ and the marine 
feuards presented arms, old glory was 
flown to the breeze from the flagstaff aft, 
the pennant was broken from the mast- 
head and the cruiser was formally in com- 
mission. Captain Cook then read his or- 
ders from the navy department ordering 
him to take charge of the ship and the 
ceremony was over. 

The exercises were customarily simple 
and all told they did not occupy over ten 
minutes. Captain Cook and the various 
officers of the Brooklyn expressed their ad- 
miration at the general excellence of the 
ship and one interested spectator of the 
ceremonies congratulated the commander 
on being in charge of the ‘“‘finest vessel in 
the navy.”’ 


TWO CABLE COMPANIES COMBINE 


Commercial Company Absorbs the 
Postal Telegraph. 

New York, December 1.—The Postal Tele- 
graph Cable Company and the Commercial 
Cable Company's directors met today to 
form a closer alliance, The two companies 
are to be bound closer by the absorption of 
Postal] stock. The Commercial Cable Com- 
pany will give in exchange a _ collateral 
trust bond, dollar for dollar, and guarantee 
4 per cent. 

The capital of the Postal company is 
$15,000,000 with no bonds; the Commercial 
Cable Company's capital is $10,000,000 with 
no bonds, The Postal company commenced 
this year to pay dividends of 1 per cent 
quarterly. The Commercial Cable Com- 
pany has paid 7 per cent annually for sev- 
eral years 


GLASS MANUFACTURERS’ ROW. 


Eastern Men Try To Make Westerners 
Divide the Profits. 

Indianapolis, Ind., December 1.—The glass 
manufacturers held another secret session 
in the Denison hotel this morning. What 
took place was not announced in detail, 
but it was learned that they had a row in 
the meeting.

New York, Decemver 1.—Two firemen 
were severely injured tonight at a fire in 
the four-story brick building at No. 747 
Broadway and extending through to Mercer 
street, which did $100,000 damage. 

Then men are Captain Charles Kelly, who 
had two ribs broken, a probable broken 
back and severe contusions of the body; 
and Fireman John T. Smedier, whose body 
‘was badly bruised. 

They were knocked down by a stream of 
water from a line of hose which got loose 
from the firemen. 


PUBLIC DEBT STILL INCREASES. 


Cash in the Treasury Decreased During 
the Last Month $8,215,663. 

Washington, December 1.—The debt state- 
ment issued this afternoon shows a net in- 
crease in the public debt, less cash in the 
treasury during November of $8,200,333. The 
interest bearing debt increased $60, the non- 
interest bearing debt decreased $15,300 and 
the cash in the treasury decreased $8,215,663. 
The balances of the several classes of debt 
at the close of business, November 30th, 
were: 

Interest bearing debt, $847,364,520; debt on 
which interest has ceased since maturity, 
$1,591,620; debt bearing no interest, $372,170,- 
117; total, $1,221,126,257. 

The certificates and treasury notes offset 
by an equal amount of cash in the treas- 
ury outstanding at the end of the month 
were $567,523,923, an increase of $3,183,000.

The 
verdict of acquittal was promptly returned 
and met with general approvel. 

The case has been a remarkably fateful 
one. The killing occurred September 17th. 
Wimmer, on learning of his daughter's 
ruin, went in search of young Thalhe mer, 
a handsome youth of nineteen, and meet- 
ing him on Broad street slashed him to 
death with his knife, sharpened for the 
purpose. A few days after the trial Juror 
Manning, of Norfolk, died from pneumonia,

The cause of the failure, Mr. Burrage 
thought, was speculation, and as far as he 
knows, he said the members of the firm 
have no assets,

Among the more prominent men attend- 
ing the conference are M. E. Ingalis, of 
Cincinnati, and J. G. W. Cowles, of Cleve- 
land. About fifty delegates are in attend- 
ance.

BRYAN REVIEWS ELECTION. 


LATE NOMINEE WRITES AN AR- 
TICLE FOR MAGAZINE. 


Nebraskan Says That the Cause of 
Bimetallism Is by No Means 
Dead—Interesting Paper. 


-“_—_—-- 
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New York, December 1.—In the December 
number of the North American Review, 
published tomorrow, Mr. Bryan presents an 
article in which he discusses the result of 
the election as affecting the status of the 
silver question. The issue on which the 
elections turns he describes as “the great- 
est issue ever submitted to the American 
people in time of peace.”’ 

The declaration of the Chicago convention 
in favor of the free coinage of silver forced 
upon the people of this country a study of 
the money question in general. 

The result of ths study Mr. Bryan de- 
clares to be temporary defeat, but perma- 
nent gain for the cause of bimetallism, Mr, 
Bryan regards it as a significent fact that 
the silver sentiment was strongest where 


that is to say, in the west and south. The 
gold sentiment prevailed in the eastern 
states, but even there, in Mr. Bryan's 
opinion, the cause of bimetallism made 
more rapid progress than any cause ever 
made in such a short time. The odds 
against bimetallism in the middle states 
were very great. In Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota the democratic party declared 
against silver in the conventions which 
sent délegates to Chicago. In Michigan the 
convention was nearly equally divided, and 
there was a bitter contest within the party 
in lowa, Indiana and Ohio, while in Illinois 
the hostile influence of the Chicago press 
was greatly felt. 

Mr. Bryan expresses his assurance that 
the election can be by no means regarded 
as a conclusive settlement of the questions 
at issue. T confidence is confirmed by 
the history of recent elections. Mr. Greeley 
Was defeated in 1872, and yet Mr. Tilden 
was elected in 1876. Mr. Blaine was de- 
feated in 1884, but Mr. Harrison was elected 
in 1888. The republican victory of 1888 was 
followed by the democratic victory of 1890 
and the election of President Cleveland two 


years later.

intended merely as an evidence of personal 
regard, it developed into a series of events 
of a semi-pvtblic character, and the caller’s 
name for a while was.a household word in 
Atlanta. His shcot across the social hori- 
zon left a brilliant trril, and men still re- 
call it as a sensaticn, Visscher himself had 
no idea of making a hit or adding to local 
history. He was imbued with a desire, 
modest and creditable, to pay his respects 
to a gifted fellow writer. Colonel Visscher 
is a native of Kentucky, but has no foolish 
prejudice touching a permanent place of 
residence, He holds a commission on the 
staff of the governor of Washington, trots 
a hard annua] heat around a Michigan 
lecture circuit, writes for a Chicago news- 
paper and travels extensively. Among other 
personal attributes he is distinguished by 
the most gorgeous and ornate nose that 
ever showed the way through vale of 
sorrow. A rare ripe tomato affords but a 
futile parallel to the piece de resistance of 
Visscher’s face. It is an egg plant for size, 
and gaudier than the scarlet tanager of 
Visscher’s native woods. Visscher is a 
poet. None of your hand-made, bottle-raised 
products of the effete east, but a natural 
born singer of the wide and liberal west, 
with a soul as big as a six-foot boiler, and 
the capacity for verse equal to the working 
power of a thrashing machine. To be fair 
and candid, some of his poetry reads like 
the action of the useful invention mentioned 
where a thoughtless band cutter permits 
his knife to go with the sheaf. This may 
be said of only such productions of the 
Visscherean muse as are worked off under 
pressure, Usually they go like a handcar 
down grade. 

“One day Visscher brought up at At- 
lanta, and, regarding it a duty—pleasant, 
but a duty the same—to call on his fellow 
writer, found his way to the top floor of 
The Const'tution bujlding, and was present- 
ly surveying Mr. Harris from the far side 
of the desk at which works the chron- 
icler of Brer Fox’s and Brer Rabbit's 
dailv lives. 

“Howdy, suh,” said Mr. Harris, looking 
up from the thought he was molding—he is 
principal editorial writer on The Constitu- 
tion. “Howdy, suh,’’ he repeated in his 
pleasing southern accent, and with his 
true southern hospitable instinct, added: 
‘Can I be of service to vou, suh?’’ 

‘No, suh;: no, suh,”* replied Colonel Vissch- 
er. “I just called, suh, to pay my _ =re- 
spec’s to you, sth, as a companion in the 
field of letttahs, an’, suh, I may say, a 
wa’m admirah, suh. I, suh, am Colonel 
Will Visscher.” 

“Colonel Will Visscher,’ repeated Mr. 
Harris. “I somehow kaint recall you, suh.”’ 
“T am Colonel Will Visscher, the poet.” 
“The additional infawmation enlightens 
me little, suh,” returned Mr. Harris. ‘“T 
do not recall yo’ face, naw do I recollect 
having met with yo’ poetry. Yet, Colonel 
Visscher,” he continued, grasping the caller 
warmly by the hand, eI'm pow’ful glad to 
see you, and I sincerely hope, suh, yo’ will 
make up yo’ mind to settle in Atlanta fo’ 

the rest of yo’ life.’’ 

“But,” said Visscher, somewhat chilly, 
“yvo’ all say yo’ don’t know me, an’ nevah 
read my productions, Why do yo’ wish me 
to become a resident of yo’ lovely town?” 

“Faw the reason, suh, that I’m firmly 
persuaded that yo’ are a much homelier 
man than I am, and after twenty-five years 
of life in this city, I'm somewhat weary of 
being a subject, suwh, of undivided public 
attention.” 

Thereupon the two fell into amicable con- 
verse, Presently Frank Stanton, The Con- 
stitution poet, came in. Stanton is not 
equipped as a prize winner in a beauty 
show, and was much pleased with Vissch- 
er, whom he straighway took on @ 
walking tour of Atlanta, and exhibited at 
various semi-public resorts as an uglier 
person than himself. Early in the evening 
Mr. Stanton decided to let his wife view his 
fellow poet,. beimg desirous of settling a 
doubt in Mrs. Stanton’s mind touching! the 
existence of any man homeller than’ him- 
self. Mr. Stanton took his new-found 
friend into the parlor and went to seek 
Mrs. Stanton, who was in another part of 
the house with some neighbors, who were 
calling. Visscher, who is a musician as 
well as a poet, sat down at the plano and 
began improvising. One of the ladies in 
the house, hearing the noise, thought it 
was caused by her child, an experimentally 
inclined infant, and hastened to the room 
to pry the youngster loose. Visscher turn- 
ed suddenly on the piano stool. 

The unfortunate woman reposed her 
startled vision one brief, frightful second 
on Visscher, and fled shrieking from the 
room. It required four hours’ scientific ef- 
fort on the part of the doctors to head her 
right after the swoon into which, for- 
tunately for her peace of mind, she fell. 
The neighbors, stirred up by the outcry and 
excitement, were hastily organizing a band 
of stranglers with a view of dealing with 
Visscher in a swift, summary style, but 
Stanton saved him, explaining that it was 
a misunderstanding. His loca] popularity 
helped him out, for, as the leader of the 
amateur vigilantes remarked: ‘There 
could possibly be no misunderstanding in 
the case, for there was Visscher.”

tion the proposed amendments to the city 
charter of Atlanta and agreed to change 
the charter as requested by the city coun- 
cil In every instance except one and that 
will be changed with an amendment. 

The Pp charter amendment - 
was amended by the committee poner — 
one which provides for the payment va yd 
taxes in three installments. The fi < 
be 25 per cent and paid on April ist, : $ 
second to be 25 per cent and paic oo. st, 
and the third to be 50 per cent and paid on 
October ist. There was no change in = 
times of payment, but in the methods 0 


payment. 
The original bill provides thiat in case the 


ril and July installments are not paid 
rs the oa nabs executions shall be is- 
sued. This was amended so that no ex- 
ecutions should be issued after the April 
and July defaults, but the taxpayers 
should be liable for 7 per cent | 
addition to the regular taxes, and execu- 
tions can only issue after the October 
payment ts due, 

The following are the amendments to 
Atlanta’s charter which were agreed to by 
the legislative committee. They will & all 
probability pass the house and senate 
without debate. ‘ 

Section 1 gives the aldermen and council- 
men the right to vote separately on resolu~- 
tions and ordinances having for its object 
the increase of the indebtedness of ne 
city or the expenditures of money or - 
thorizing the sale of any part of the public 
property of the city, or the granting of 
franchises for street railroads, or tele- 
phone companies, or telegraph companies, 
or electric or gaslight companies, or any 
other similar franchises where the streets 
or public alleys are to be used for any 
purpose in the prosecution of the business 
of the company seeking) the franchise. 

Section 2 authorizes condemnation pro- 
ceedings for the purpose of requiring a 
right of way for the proposed bridge over 
the property of the Central railroad and 
Southern railway on Alabama street. 

Section 3 authorizes the creation of a 
sinking fund to pay for the proposed new 
city hall and the grounds. 

Section 4 reduces the rate of taxation 
from 1% to 1% per cent, 

Section 5 authorizes the city to keep its 
streets in repair, notwithstanding the 
paving act. 

Section 6 authorizes the secretary of 
state to take a census of the city of At- 
lanta on the application of the mayor and 
general council. 

Section 7 provides for the collection of 
city taxes in three installments, the first 
of 25 per cent, to be due on the 15th day of 
April, the second installment of 25 per 
cent on ‘the Ist day of July and 530 per cent 
on the 15th day of October. 

Section 8 incorporates for police purposes 
the territory berween the north side of 
the city, where the regular corporate 
limits on the north side intersect with the 
west side of West Peachtree and extending 
thence nortkerly along the west side of 
West Peachtree street or road to the point 
where the land lot line between lots 105 and 
14% crosses West Peachtree, thence east 
along the land lot line between lots 105 and 
106 to the line of the property known as 
Piedmont park, and thence following the 
outer limit of the line of Piedmont park 
property to the main track of the Southern 
Railway Company and thence along the 
center of said main track in a southerly di- 
rection to where said main track intersects 
the corporate limits of said city on the 
eastern boundary of said limits. 

Section 9 fixes the salaries for members of 
the board of police commissioners: $200 
for the chairman, $150 for the secretary and 
$100 for each or the other members. For 
the members of the board of health: 
President $200, secretary $250 and the other 
members $100 each. For the members of 
the water board $100 each and the salary of 
the city sexton at $1,200 without any per- 
quisites, 

Section 10 extends for police purposes the 
limits of the city along the tracks of the 
Collins Park and Belt railroad and the 
space of fifty feet on each side of said 
tracks all the way from the western limits 
of the city of Atlanta to the terminus of 
the tracks of said company on the Cifatta- 
hoochee river, including the pleasure resort 
at said terminus, and the members of 
council are authorized to empower the 
conductors and other employes of said 
company as special policemen of the city 
of Atlanta.

A heavy sleet began falling in Atlanta 
this morning shortly before 1 o’clock. Soon 
the streets were covered with ice and the 
sidewalks were so slippery that pedes- 
trians had great difficulty in making head- 
way. 

Icicles formed on all telephone wires in 
the city and weighted them down con- 
siderably. Telegraph wires were broken 
in different parts of the country or state, 
which leads to the belief that the sleet 
area is widespread. 

The United Associated Press service had 
frequent difficulties with the wires. Be- 
fore 11 o’clock Jacksonville was cut off and 
thirty minutes later connection with Ga- 
vannah was lost. At ll o'clock connection 
with Washington was broken and press 
reports over the direct wires from the 
capital city had to be skirted around by 
Cincinnati. The broken wires were rapidly 
repaired and connection with Washington 
was restored later. 

The disconnections which occurred at 
Jacksonville, Charleston and Savannah in 
Tapid succession furnished a parallel case 
to the breakage that occurred when the 
recent storm swept over Jacksonville, 
runswick and Savannah. The disconnec- 
tion may have been caused by excessively 
high winds or by an unusually heavy sleet.

J. W. Wyness, a well-known man who was 
shot last night in a street row and was 
thought to be only slightly wounded, is 
today in a dying condition. Instead of 
penetrating his arm only, as was thought, 
the bulet went through the fleshy part of 
tis arm and into his left lung, causing 
hemorrhages. His physician said tonight 

he could not live. 

There were two other men-in the row, 
Joe Coennikan, an ex-policeman, and Pat 
Kearney, who was off duty. It is not 
known which one of these men shot him 
but it was found afterwards there were no 
bullets out of Connihan’s pistol. 

Wynees is a well-known athlete and foot- 
ball player, being a heavy, broad English- 
man about thirty years old. He has a wife 
and two crildren. 


THE PASSING THRONG. 


United States Senator A. O. Bacon, of 
Macon, was a prominent visitor at the 
capitol yesterday. He remained over and 
will leave today for Washington. Con- 
gress meets next Monday. 

Senator Bacon says that he does not 
imagine that much legislation will be 
enacted at this short session. The repub- 
licans will want to reserve all opportuni- 
ties to make capital until the mext con- 
gress meets, when they will have control 
of all three branches of the government. 
He does not look for any financial legis- 
lation. The house and senate do not agree 
on the money standards and the president 
is not in harmny with either branch. Per- 
sonally Senator Bacon‘is in favor of recog- 
nizing the Cuban insurgents. That has 
always been his position in the matter. If 
Spain wants to take offense at it, that is 
her affair. 

As to the policy of the democratic mem- 
bers of congress in regard to the bolters 
and sulkers, he could not speak. That will 
be settled after conference between the 
members. 


Mr. Arthur Sturgis, a partner of Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan, passed through At- 
lanta in a private car with hig family 
on Sunday afternoon or his way to Califor- 
nia for his health. There were seven in the 
party.

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Governor Johnston Transmits His Views 
to the General Assembly. 


HE MAKES RECOMMENDATIONS 


Necessity of an Election Contest Law 
Is Referred to by Him. 


SPEAKS AGAINST CONVICT LEASE SYSTEM 


Believes That the Present Condition 
of the Treasury Does Not Justify 
an Exacutive Mangion. 


' Montgomery, Ala., December 1.—(Special.) 
Immediately after the inauguration exer- 
cises the two houses.of the assembly were 
reconvened and the new governor's first 
message was presented. 

It was strictly a business communication 
and dealt with all of the departments of the 
State government. 

Strictly a Business Message. 

The first annual message of Governor 
Joseph F.,.Johnston was sent to the gen- 
eral assembly today. It is strictly a busi- 
ness cOMmunication.. The message is about 
10,000 words in length and treats of all of 
the important topics of legislation which 
are of a public nature and are deserving 
of the immediate attention of the general 
assembly. In the outset he recommends 
the exercise of rigid economy and calls 
the attention of the body to the fact that 
the condition of the state’s finances does 
not warrant the payment of salaries to 
clerks largely in excess of ‘the salaries paid 
by business firms and corporations for the 
Same class of services. That the salaries 
which have been heretofore paid to clerks 
in the various state departments is large, 
he feels sure, because of the flood of appli- 
cations which has poured in on him since 
his election asking for appointment to these 
places. 

He recommends the passage of a contest 
law which will promptly and fairly decide 
the issue in case of the contest of any 
election held in this state. He says: “It is 
of the greatest ‘mportance that no cloud 
should rest upon the title of the men called 
to fill the hignest executive offices in the 
state; men chosen to these offices can but 
be greatly embarrassed in the discharge 
of their duties wnen any considerable num- 
ber of our people honestly beheve them to 
be beneficiaries of any fraud or unfair con- 
duct,’’ 

He recommends an important change in 
the present election law of the state, which! 
he says “‘multiplies the difficulties of many 
voters in register:ng their will without suf- 
ficient compensation.”’ He also recom- 
mends that tie registration feature of the 
law be repealed except in cities and towns 
of more than 5,000 inhabitants and in coun- 
try precincts in which the voters are of a 
transitory character. He holds that in the 
average country precinct there is little if 
any illegal voting. He also recommends 
giving each political faction representation 
in the management of the elections and 
legislation which would prevent a techni- 
cal fault depriving the voter of the ex- 
pression of his will. He also favors legai- 
izing the primary elections of political par- 
ties and so arranging that no faction will 
be able to control the machinery against 
another faction and that all candidates 
shall have a fair and equal showing. 

On the subject of taxation he says: “The 
object of all revenue laws should be to take 
the least possible amount of money from 
the people to maintain a just and economi- 
cal government, and that this burden, 
should fall justly and fairly upon every cit- 
izen. That this result is not now obtained, 
so far as the impartial taxation is con- 
cerned, is well known. It seems to be the 
rule that the more property a man has the 
more he multiplies devices to escape his 
just share of the public burden, and in too 
many instances the assessors diminish their 
vigilance in.proportion as tthe volume of 
the taxpayer increases,”’ 

He recommends that greater power be 
given the governor to suspend assessors 
who fail or neglect to perform their duties, 
and suggests the following as causes for 
such suspensions: 

First, Failure of assessor to lst all the 
real estate in the county. 

Second. Listing occupied real estate to 
unknown owner. 

Third. Failing to list solvent credits se- 
cured by recorded liens. 

Fourth. Receiving assessments without 
putting the taxpayer under oath. 

Fifth. Receiving assessments from agents 
when the principals reside in the state, 

Sixth. Subdividing ocdupied tracts into 
small parcels in the assessment to increase 
fees, 

He also suggests in this connection that 
the auditor, treasurer and the commission- 
er of agriculture be constituted a state 
board of equalization to fix the average 
value of lands in each county. 

He favors the discontinuance of the lease 
system of handling the convicts of tne 
State, but expresses great fear that with 
the present financial condition of the state 
it is not expedient to make the change 
abruptly, but by degrees. The charge of 
the convict system is growing and the 
management has under its control the ex- 
penditure of an immense sum annually, 
and he is inclined to believe that it would 
be a wise policy to increase the compensa- 
tion of the board so that abler men might 
be induced to enter the service and devote 
their entire time to the work. 

He condemns lynching in unmeasured 
terms and asks that the governor be au- 
thorized to call special terms of court to 
try cases on the commission of any crimes 
which are calulated to arouse any undue 
public indignation. 

He favors giving to the railroad commis- 
sion more power and the authority to en- 
force in the courts of the state their rulings 
and orders. 

He favors better roads in the state and 
says that in some counties the public 
roads are a disgrace. The work done on 
some of them is only enough to keep the 
overseer from the penalty of indictment.

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lishment of a bureau of immigration, 
which he believes would pay more than its _ 
cost within two years. — 

“Education,” he ;s@ys,~ “constitutes the 
very bed rock of civilization and progress. 
It is the one thing that disaster cannot de- 
stroy nor the sheriff's execution reach. It 
elevates citizenship, diminishes crime and 
multiplies productive enterprise, We can 
better afford to reduce salaries, diminish 
the number of our courts and abolish many 
Offices rather than put the knife into a 
dollar appropriated fer our free schools.” 

The m concludes with a paragraph 
on the subject of the proposed constitu- 
tional convention to prepare a new con- 
Stitution for the state, which Governor 
Johnston says ‘6 @ question which will 
have to be met sooner Or later and is one 
which has his hearty indorsement. 

The governor recommends fhat the ob- 
jects of taxation be multiplied and that a 
collateral tax be laid on inheritances, gifts 
and behests. 

He does not conskler that the present 
condition of the treasury justifies the pur- 
chase of an executive mansion. 

He recommends that a state commissioner 
of escaped taxes be provided for, and that 
especial attention be given this department 
of the state’s affairs. ‘ 

The governor suggests that the chief ex- 
ecutive be empowered to suspend the sen- 
tence of a convict, conditioned upon his 
good behavior. He considers that such a 
plan would meet the ends of justice better 
than granting an absolute pardon. 

He recommends the establishment of a 
reformatory for youthful criminals. 

He recommends the age of consent be in- 
creased from ten to fourteen years. 

He avows firm belief in the proper main- 
terance of the Alahama state troops. It 
has always been the policy of the federal 
government to rely upon a well organized 
and disciplined citizen soldiery rather than 
ona standing army. It should be our pride, 
he thinks, to contribute our quota to the 
national safety and the protection of our 
own homes. 

He suggests that the railroad commission 
he authorized to regulate the charges of 
telegraph, telephone and water companies. 

Governor Johnston deplores the stagna- 
tion of the State university and recom- 
mends that a committee be appointed to 
visit the university during the recess of the 
legislature and ascertain the reasons for 
its lack of prosperity. 

Very little was accomplished in either 
branch of the assembly today, the inaugu- 


ration overshadowing everything else.

The dead bodies of the two men were 
found this morning In a little groccrv store 
which they conducted. It is believed that 
they died from poisoning, as it is known 
they became suddenly ill yesterday after- 
noon. 


EVANS MAYOR OF BIRMINGHAM 


Election Places a One-Time Georgian 
at the Head of City Government. 

Birmingham, Ala., December 1.—Frank V. 
Evans, democratic nominee for mayor, and 
his full ticket of aldermen were elected to- 
day in oppos'ttion to the reform ticket, 
headed by C. F. Enslen, a banker, and A. 
C. Lowrey, an independent. 

Two years ago the reformers won, but 
this time the negrogs divided, the better 
element among them voting the regular 
democratic ticket. 

The mayor-elect was for ten years treas- 
urer of the city and has been prominent in 
journalism, both in Georgia and Alabama, 
and was at one time editor of The Age- 
Herald, the predecessor of The State Her- 
ald. 

He is a native of North Carolina. 


FEARS HE MAY BE BURIED ALIVE 


Family Objects to an Interment Be- 
cause the Body Is Still Limber. 


Huntsville, Ala., December 1.—(Speciel.)— 
The apparently lifeless body of W. W. 
Pearce, of Huntsville, is attracting the 
attention of all the physicians of this sec- 
tion. 

Pierre died suddenly Monday morning at 
7 o’clock and his funeral was set for Tues. 
day at 3 o’clock. Everything was arranged 
when it was discovered that rigor mortis 
had not set in. The body was as pliable 
as if the man were living. 

His family protested against having the 
funeral, fearing that he would be buried 
alive, and induced the physicians to with- 
hold the death certificate. 

Members of the family allege that the 
mouth closed when tia body was dressed 
for burial; opened, then closed again. One 
eye, they said, did the same way. Plerce 
died from tuberculosis of the bowels. Phy- 
sicians are confiden* there can be no mis- 
take in declaring him dead, but are puz- 
zlied cr the failure of the flesh to grow 
hard. 

The family has consented to allow the 
funeral to be held tomorrow if it is proved 
beyond doubt that life is extinct.

“We have nothing to ask of the federal 
government except equal iaws «and per- 
haps the perfection of a systein of coast 
defenses that in case of sudden wur would 
enable our citizen soldiers to defend their 
fair land from invasion and maintain the 
national honor. Considering the gallantry 
of our brethren, who in »bedience to the 
call of duty, were prodigal in deeds of 
valor in the war between the staies, no one 
could doubt that should occasion arise, even 
more splendid achievements would adorn 
the defense of home and national integrity 
by the men of this generation. 

“We must also bear in mind that as our 
State progresses in population wealth and 
development we can devote larger and 
larger sums to the ucation of our chil- 
dren, the reformation of our criminal 
classes and the enlightened progress of our 
people until our commonwealth shail stand 
at the very head of the list of states, not 
cnly on the roll call, but. in all that com- 
mands the admiration and affection of the 
good and the wise. 

“In order to accomplish this great desti- 
ny no owerene? laws, no restraint upon

We 
have been the pioneers of our own de- 
velopment; on the great industrial fields 
we have met our brethren of the north 
and compelled recognition as competitors 
worthy of their steel. The manufacture of 
cotton is steadily drawing around the field 
where it is grown. In iron we have not 
only invoded territory heretofore possessed 
by our friends in Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
and entrenched ourselves there for perma- 
nent occupation, but are now shipping our 
product to Great Britain and Italy, Ger- 
many and Spain and underselling in the'r 
home markets those who have had the 
trade of the world for generations at their 
command. ; 

“Having accomplished such results as 
this ourselves, we have the right to expect 
that as sectional prejudice disappears be- 
fore the ris'ng light of a broader patriot- 
ism our progress shall be still greater in 
the future. 

“Here on this spot, hallowed to us by 
so many sacred memories; here where a 
young nation was born amid the thunder 
of hostile artillery, baptized in the blood 
of its noblest sons, what more appropriate 
place than this for us to ded‘cate ourselves 
once more to the preservation and main- 
tcrance of the union, whose declaration 
was framed, whose armies were led and 
whose highest court has been illumined 
by southern men? 

“Holding in our hearts an unforgetful 
memory of the splendid achievements of 
our revolutionary fathers and the glorious 
deeds of our confederate bretnren—deeds 
that immortalized southern valor and 
glorified American manhood—we _ should 
show to our brethren of other states that 
our people are as noble in p2ace as they 
were herotc in war. and that in the fields 
of education, morality, religion and indus- 
trial development we shall make a more 
eplendid record than our brethren did on 
fields of blood. 

“With a profound gratitude to the God 
of our fathers that our lots have been 
cast in this sunny land, set us beseech Him 
to send warmth and vitality and enduring 
growth into every fieid of endeavor that 
will make us strong to accomplish the 
things that make a state loved at home 
and revered abroad.”’ 

At the conclusion of Captain Johnston's 


address he turned to the judges of the 
supreme court and informed them he was 
prepared to take the oath of office. Chief 
Justice Brickell stepped forward and ad- 
ministered the well-known oath, the gov- 
ernor subscribing by a nod of the head.

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Will the Republicans Act Promptly? 

Some of the newspapers say that the 
election of Mr. McKinley has already 
resulted in prosperity. It s:ems to be 
a fact that there can be "he uardest of 
hard times in this conntry and that 
some of the people know uothing ahoct 
it. There is no other explanation of the 
declarations that prosperity has follow- 
ed Mr. McKinley’s. election. 

Simes are as hard now, bua‘ress is as 
dull, general trade as depressed and 
failures as frequent as they were ninety 
days before the election. Pai-roads are 
cutting down their expenses by discharg- 
ing employes and reducing the Lours 
of those that are retained, mills are 
closing down and banks are failing. 
Among the last may be noted the Mis- 
souri National bank, of Kansas City, 
one of- the largest amd most important 
financial institutions in that state. 

When The Constitution points to these 
facts by way of urging the republi- 
caps to put in operation as quickly as 
possible the remedies which it assured 
the people would bring a return of pros- 
perity, our suggestious are referred to 
as pessimistic, and we are told that the 
country is tired of calamity howlers. 
As a matter of fact we are not predict- 
ing calamity, nor are we disciissing the 
money question. We are simply point- 
ing to the daily reports in the news}ia- 
pers and speaking of facts that are 
well Known to every intelligent Tusi- 
ness man—namely, that while money is 
easier to get than it was before the 
election the general business situation 
has not improved. 

Is it one of the necessary results of 
the election that the people themselves 
and every agency of the people should 
shut their eyes to facts, or do worse, pre- 
tend that the mere election of a repubili- 
can president has resiored pros:-er'ty, 
and that no legislation is now necessary? 
For one, The Constitution refuses to 
commit itself to a policy based on false- 
hood and folly. 

Every business man, no matter what 
his political views may be, knows that 
the election of Mr. McKinley has not 
brought, and will not, in itself, bring 
prosperity. It may have changed the 
expectations of many people, but it has 
not changed a single condition that made 
business depresision and hard times.

then The Constitution may be classed as 
one’ of the most vigorous and ‘incessant 
calamity howl]ers to be found in the 
country.

While the difficulty with respect to a 
premature closing of the schools has 
been happily adjusted by this action, it 
is well to call attention to the very great 
suspense to which the teachers have 
been subjected. Most of these teachers 
are dependent upon the salaries which 
they receive from the city, and to de 
prive them of even a small part of their 
earnings is, in many cases, to inflict 
uwpon them a severe hardship. In jus- 
tice to these teachers. therefore, who 
earn_every dollar which the city pavs 
them, it is only right that same definite 
understanding should be had each vear 
by which the teacher is to know in ad- 
vance exactly how much she is to re 
ceive for her services. If anvthing is 
to be subtracted for holiday or early 
closing she ought to be informed of it 
in advance so that she can adiust her 
exmenditures to her income. FEivery one 
will armreciate the justice of this reacon- 
ing and see that it merely aims to secure 
for our teachers the consideration to 
which they are entitled. 


Should Our Calendar Be Revised? 
There are some few people in the 
world who are not satisfied with our 
modern calendar. Just at this time, 
when the century is drawing to its close 
and a new page in the world’s progress 
is shortly to be epened, the pioneers of 
calendar revision are becoming extreme- 
ly noisy. 

Although the calendar whitch is now in 
general wse thfoughout the world is 
called a modern calendar it has been in 
existence since the time of Julius Caesar, 
and is, therefore, in some respects quite 
ancient. It has served the needs of com- 
merce and civilization for nearly two 
thousand years, and the world is not 
apt to throw it aside at this late day for 
some new fad. 

In justice to the advocates of a new 
calendar, however, it must be said that 
no radical change in the present method 
of dividing time is contemplated. It is 
not the idea of these reformers, who are 
far more noisy than numerous, to in- 
crease the length of the year, but sim- 
ply to readjust the months and make 
the number thirteen instead of twelve. 
The idea is not altogether a bad one, 
and if these reformers can only carry 
their point it is likely that much good 
will result from the change. Each 
month under the proposed division 
would contain twenty-eight days except 
the last month, which would close the 
year with twenty-nine. The advant- 
ages which this method offers are appa- 
rent. In the first place it would be more 
nearly in accordance with the phases of 
the moon, and in the second place it 
would establish a strict uniformity of 
measurement. Each month would be- 
gin on the same day of the week and 
would be of equal length with other 
months, excepting, of course, the last 
month of the year. Such a method of 
division would enable a person at a mo- 
ment’s notice to determine the day of 
the week from simply knowing the day 
of the month. 

In spite of the merits which this pro- 
posed calendar offers, itt is safe to as- 
sume that its adoption lies far in the 
future. 
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Reorganization Is Needed. 

Between the line and staff officers of 
the American navy there has long ex- 
isted a bitter feud. On account of a 
measure which is now pending in con- 
gress to reorganize the navy in such a 
way as to give official recdgnition to the 
engineering corps, this dispute between 
the two branches of the navy has been 
revived. 

The lime officers of the naval depart- 
ment are the admirals, vice admirals, 
rear admirals, commodores, captains, 
commanders, lieutenant commanders, 
lieutenants, masters, ensigns and mid- 
shipmen. Since the navy was first orga- 
nized these respective grades have been 
in existence. 
spective grades have been in existence. 

In 1871 congress passed a law creating 
a number of staff officers. The navy 
had grown in such a manner, under the 
stimulating influence of scientifie im- 
provement in warships, that other im- 
portamt stations needed to be filled. It 
was necessary that each vessel] should 
be provided with naval engineers and 
other skillful officers. On account of.the 
peculiar wording of the¢%tatute, how- 
ever, which simply bestowed “relative 
rank” upon these staff officers it was 
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claimed by the “liners,” who were jeal-

To show the need of a complete re 
organization of the navy it is only nec- 
essary to cite the fact that our present 
warships bear no resemblance whatever 
to the ones formerly used and that dif- 
ferent methods of engineering are now 
employed. On our modern war vessels 
the engineers are the most important 
officers in charge, and a greater measure 
of skill is required of them than of any 
other officer unless it be the commodore. 
In justice to these engineers, therefore, 
it is only right that official titles should 
be conferred upon them. At present 
they are only staff officers of the navy 
and are looked upon as subordinates 
by the line officers. 

The measure which is now pending 
in congress not only provides that rank 
and title shall be conferred upon the 
naval engineers, but also that in official 
dignity the chief engineer of a vessel 
shall be subordinate only to the com- 
modore. Nhat such a measure is a wise 
one appears on its very face. 

Uniless the personnel of the navy is re- 
organized to meet existing conditions 
and the engineer is vested with his 
proper dignity as a naval officer it will 
be impossible for the government to 
make its warships available to their full 
advantage in the event of hostilities.

The Republican Pledge. 
The Times-iaeruid, of Chicagy, which 
is the leading republican organ of the 
country by reason of the ability with 
which it is conducted and the influence 
it wields, and which may be properly 
regarded as more nearly the mouth- 
piece of Mr. McKinley than any other 
newspaper, has an interesting article on 
the subject of international bimetallism 
and the republican policy. 
Quoting the manifesto of the Bime- 
tallic League of Great Britain, which 
claims that the result of the election 
in the United States is a victory for 
“international as opposed to national bi- 
metallism,” and confidently anticipates 
from Mr. McKinley’s administration a 
“genuine and determined effort to bring 
about an international bimetallic agree- 
ment for opening the mints of various 
countries to silver as well as gold,” 
The Times-Herald verifies this defini- 
tion of the republican financial policy 
in a measure, but says that the republi- 
cans want no more international con- 
ferences. It says that there is but one 
way for the republicans to redeem the 
pledge of their platform and that is 
through diplomacy. No more interna- 
tional bimetallism conferences, but 
plenty of diplomacy. 
We may say in passing, without pre- 
suming to doubt the sincerity of the re- 
publican leaders in this matter, that 
there is no more convenient method of 
disposing of a question than to commit 
it to the channels of diplomacy and 
there let it lie while the diplomats drink 
their wine and smoke their cigars. 
But it seems from what The Times- 
Herald says further that the republi- 
cans do not depend on the power and 
influence of Mr. McKinley’s administra- 
tion to carry out the pledge of the re 
publican platform, but on the Bimetallie 
League of Great Britain.. After remark- 
ing that the consent of the British gov- 
ernment is necessary to an international 
agreement, our Chicago contemporary 
proceeds to say that if the bimetallic 
league can convert Lord Salisbury and 
the British people, the republican party, 
acting through the diplomatic corps, 
“can easily arrange the details.” 
In other words, though the republican 
party has pledged itself to restore bimet- 
allism on an international basis, it in- 
tends to place on the shoulders of the 
Bimetallic League of Great Britain the 
responsibility of failure. If this league, 
in a foreign country, can succeed in in- 
ducing “Lord Salisbury and the British 
people” to become converts to interna- 
tional bimetallism, why then the repub- 
lican party will take pleasure in carry- 
ing out its pledge to the people of this 
country. 
Now this is a very large order for 
the Bimetailic League of Great Britian— 
so large, indeed, that we venture to say 
that even Lord Aldenham, the esteemed 
president, has no idea that such a re- 
sponsibility rests on its shoulders. The 
league needs no incentive in the direc- 
tion of converting “Lord Salisbury amd 
the British people,” and it has already 
succeeded in a measure—so far as the 
people are concerned. But when it comes 
to Lord Salisbury, that is another mater, 
The financial government of Great Brit- 
ain is in the hands of Lombard street. Be 
hind the scenes is that stolid, immova- 
ble class so cleverly represented in pub- 
lic by affable and engaging Mr. Ber- 
tram Currie. 

We think, therefore, that if the repubii. 
cans propose to settle the money ques- 
tion and “place it as far as possible be- 
yond the reach of future demagogic agi- 
tation,” Mr. McKinley will have to do 
it by bringing the whole power and in- 
fluence of the United States government 
to bear on the European nations.

It will thus be seen that during all the 
long period the constitution of 1798 was of 
force—from 1798 to 1861—the right of trial by 
j in equity causes was not “purely a 
matter of legislative regulation,” but was a 
constitutional right as sacred as the right 
of trial by jury at law. 

When our present constitution was adopt- 
ed the right of trial by jury was as well 
established in equity cases as in law cases, 
and the declaration in that instrument 
that the right of tr'al by jury (except in 
undefended suits on unconditional con- 

“shall remain inviolate’’ protects 
as it does the other; but 
an invidious distinction seems to be 
now trying to creep into our system. 
It is not anly anomalous, but, from a 
practical standpo nt, most dangerous. Most 
of our heavy cases begin in, or drift into, 
equity. If you can deny a jury in one kind 
of equity causes, you can fn all, and it’s 
simply monstrous to cut off the citizen 
whose whole substance may tremble in the 
balance from that right to a jury the 
meanest hog thief enjoys. 

In 1894 (acts 1894, p. 124) the general as- 
sembly sought to condemn this odious dis- 
tinction, but the act was defeated and in 
1895 (acts 1895, p. 48) another act was passed 
which, while purporting to be explanatory 
of the act of 1894, subverts its true intent 
and renews the distinction. 

For remedy, I suggest an act “That from 
and after the passage of this art, in all 
equity causes wherein a master or an 
auditor may be appointed all exceptions 
of fact, filed within the time prescribed 
by law, to the report of such master or 
auditor shall be tried by jury, and not 
otherwise.””

Of course I write in profound respect to 
the bench, but it is an ancient maxim, 
judex de jure, juratores de factis—the judge 
to the law, the jury to the facts.

Colonel W. L. Kellogg, in charge of Fort 
McPherson barracks, is stiil very scricusly 
ill at his residence at the station, and 
owing to his continued sickness and the 
seriousness of his condition at the present 
‘time, there are grave doubts of his re- 
covery. 

Aside from a stroke of paralysis, Colonel 
Kellogg is afflicted with a dangerous form 
of Bright’s disease. His condition has been 
precarious for months, and Dr. Taylor, the 
barracks physician, has been in constant 
attendance at his bedside. 

Colonel Kellogg has been in charge of the 
soldiers at this post for about three years. 
He is one of the best army men in the 
service, and is known at many places over 
the country, where much interest is felt 
as to his present condition.

NO ACTION TAKEN ON BILL’ 


Mx, Knowles, of Fultpn, Makes a 
Strong Speech for the Bill 


URGES HOUSE TO GIVE THE SCHOOL $25,000 


Bill Is Supported by Messrs. Knowles, 
and Johnson—Mr. Bla- , 
lock’s Unfavorable .Argument. 


The house of representatives has under 
consideration the bill to appropriate $25,000 
to the Georgia School of Technology. The 
bill was discussed at length yesterday in 
the house committee of the whole, Mr. 
Branch, populist, of Columbia, in the chair, 
but no conclusion was reached. The de- 
bate will continue today. 

The bill is the first of the educational ap~ 
Propriation bills to get before the house 


and it carries the largest appropriation of 


any bill yet cons dered in committee of the 
whole. It is practically assured that the 
bill will be passed by the house today. 

The bill was introduced by Mr. Clarence 
Knowles, of Fulton county, and he se- 
cured its passage through the finance com- 
mittee of the house without difficulty. Yes- 
terday he made a strong argument for the 
bill in the house and when he resumed his 
Seat his associates applauded him, the ef- 
fort being his first on the floor. 

Mr. Knowles submitted an array of facts 
and figures which demonstrate the advan- 
tages of the school to the state and he of- 
fered statistics of state support of such in- 
stitutons in other parts of the country, 
showing that Georgia had done little for 
her technological schoo! in comparison with 
other states. He said the bill will be of un- 
told benefit to the institut.on by placing at 
the disposal of the trustees a sufficient sum 
of money to enable them to erect a dor- 
mitory and properly equfp an electrical en- 
gineering department. 

Mr. Knowles pointed out that the trus- 
teés propose to build a dormitory at a cost 
of $20,000 and to establish an electr.cal de- 
partment end purchase pertain needed 
equipment with the remaining $5,000 of the 
amount proposed to be appropriated.

tion of their fathers shows that the largest 
proportion of them are from the country, 
and the sons of farmers. 

“From cities and towns, 70; from country 
and villages, 87; farmers’ sons, 49; sons of 
merchants, 16; of lawyers, 10; of railroad 
employes, architects and engineers, 21; cap- 
ital sts, 3; miscellaneous, 5&8 

‘When the school was organized the state 
gave $65,000, the city of Atlanta, $50,000, and 
the public spirited citizens of Atlanta sub- 
scribed $20,000 add tional, making $70,00 from 
Atlanta, aga'nst $65,000 from the state; in 
addition to which the city appropriates 
$2,500 aes for its maintenance. The 
state appropriates $22,500 each year, which 
gives an es income of $25,000: per 
annum. It has been int mated that a sufifl- 
cient degree of economy has not been ex- 
hibited in its management, therefore it 
will not be amiss to show the manner in 
which this income of $25,000 per annum is 
expended. It is appropriately about as fol- 
lows: Salaries for thirteen professors, in- 
structors and foremen, $16,000, an average 
of only $1,230 each; shop expenses, $8,000; 
contingent expenses, $1,000. 

“We claim that with the limited facilities 
at the command of the Georgia School of 
Technology its results will compare favor- 
ably wth any similar institution in the 
land. The percentage of graduates is as 
high as in any similar school, the usual 
average in institutions having preparatory 
departments ranges from 12 to 13. Ours is 
12.5, while the Alabama school, at Auburn, 
has a percentage of 11. The value of a 
technical school s not limited to its percen- 
tage of graduates; students who remain 
one, two or three years are fully equipped 
to earn their living by skilled labor and the 
absence of a diploma is not a bar to suc- 
cess. 

“Tt has been suggested that smaller dor- 
mitories should be built, with a view to 
enlargement in the future; that, Mr. 
Speaker, would seem to be short-sighted 
and unwise. The business-like policy would 
rather be to build for future needs and 
avo d frequent additions, which are always 
more expensive than if concluded in the 
original contract. They are not asking for 
this, however, but only enough to properly 
care for the present number of students. 
The tmperative necessity of providing dor- 
mitory accommodations will be so apparent 
on a moment’s refiection that it seems use- 
less to argue the point. W th 157 students, 
twenty-eight only can be accommodated on 
the grounds in some crude frame buildings 
recently erected. The cost of board at the 
college dormitories is $10 per month to each 
student. The average price for board in 
the city is $17 per month, therefore each 
student boarding at the dormitories saves 
$7 per month or $63 per session of nine 
months. In a year the 130 students non- 
res dents of Atlanta would save $8.19. I 
verily believe that if you will give the 
technological institute the appropriation 
asked for the number of students will be 
doubled in two years and its efficiency 
much improved ”

There is a strong sentiment among the 
members of the house of representatives 
that there ought not to be any expense at- 
tached to the iuauguration of the governor 
of Georgia. This feeling among the legisla- 
tors made itself felt yesterday when the 
joint resolution to pay the expenses in- 
curred at the recent inauguration was put 
upon its passage. a 

Although the joint resolution carries with 
it an appropriation of only $130, there was 
opposition to the measure, and it was only 
saved from defeat by the vote of Speaker 
Jenkins, who came to the rescue of the 
joint resolution when it was seen that 87 
votes had been cast for the measure, one 
less than the necessary constitutional ma- 
joritv. For the first time of the session the 
house found itself one vote short of passing 
a bill, and the speaker directed that h'‘s 
name be called, and his vote was recorded 
in the affirmative, making the vote 88 for 
the bill and passing it. Tiere was applause 
when the speaker voted. 

The opposition was not made by the 
populists, although some of them voted 
against the measure.

But 
when it is remembered that a very large 
number of the inmates do not require other 
treatment than such moral treatment as 
may be suggested generally by the super~- 
intendent and his associates, it will be 
eaeror that there is no neglect of the 
sick. 

“The recent addition of a bacteriologi- 
cal department under the direction and 
control of Dr. T. E. Oertel, an experienced 
and skillful microscopist, has added great- 
ly to the general welfare of the institution, 
Yaily examinations of the sputa of patients, 
the urine excreted as to quantity and con- 
dition, as well as the examinations and 
postmortem specimens will greatly add to 
the proper diagnosis and treatment of 
cases requiring treatment for diseases other 
than those arising from mental and nerv- 
ous derangement. The department, although 
but recently established, the committee 
feel assured will greatly add to the bet- 
ter care of the inmates of the institu- 
tion. 

“We recommend that the following ap- 
propriations be made: For support and 
maintenance of the institution for the year 
1897, $280,000; for support and maintenance 
of the institution for the year 1898, $290,000; 
for duplicate water main, 000. All of 
which is respectfully submitted.

In order to encourage practice on their 
local range the citizens and military of At- | 
lanta have subscribed a fund for a prize 
to be known as “The Atlanta Trophy,” to 
be competed for annually by teams from 
each military organization of that city. 
The first match was held on October 15th, 
of this year, and while the entries were 
small, due to the lateness of the arrange- 
ments, a great interest was manifested by 
the troops which promises better result for 
next year. It is hoped that a prize will be 
offered in each city where a range is estab- 
lished, in order that every encouragement 
will be held out to the men to practice con- 
tinually through the season. 


Remarks in General. 


The conduct of this department is seri- 
ously ‘thandicapped by the lack of funds, 
there being none set aside from the general 
appropriation for expenses which must 
necessarily be incurred. It is respectfully 
recommended that a reasonable amount 
from the general appropriation be placed to 
the credit of this department to be spent 
under the supervision of the inspector gen- 
eral of rifle practice, for expenses of ad- 
ministration. inspections, instruction and 
equipment of signal corps, construction of 
ranges, and the care and repair thereof. 
With such a fund, it is submitted that the 
improvement to be obtained would more 
than justify the expenditure. 

If the state is to mainta‘'n troops to sup- 
press riot and internal disorder, it would 
seem a wise policy, as well as a humane 
one, to teach the soldier the intelligent 
use of his rifle, for in mob gatherings 't is 
often only necessary to — the lead- 
ers thereof, and when fire is resorted to it 
should be effectively used and no innocent 
life endangered thereby, but only those 
should be disabled for whom the shot was 
intended. To accomplish this object, train- 
ed marksrr-n are necessary.

Question Raised as to Whether Cigar- 
ettes Can Be Prohibited.

of the superior court yesterday morning, 
and finally disposed of, a verdiot of acquit- 
tal being ordered by the court. 

The defendant, George Perdue, was rep- 
resented by Messrs. John L. Travis and H. 
L. Parry, and Ed Morgan by Mr. I’rank 
R. Walker. 

While the evidence was supposed to be 
stronger against Perdue than against the 
other two, all three were believed by the 
detectives to be implicated in the murder. 
There were three men, Perdue, Morgan and 


Adolphus Bailey, jointly indicted, but Bai- 
ley elected to sever, so the other two were 


put on trial together. ~ 

On account of the apparent atrocity of 
the murder, and the notoriety given the 
ease by the detectives, considerable inter- 
est was manifested in the case, and a long 
and stubborn fight was expected, This idea 
was greatly strengthened yesterday morn- 
ing when the defendants’ counsel} called 
twenty-five or thirty witnesses and three 


dogs. 
A jury was obtained in a very short time 
and the case was well under way by the 


time for the noon recess, 

The fgst pitness for the state was Dr. 

Cc. R. Giles, who testified as to the nature 
of the wound which caused the death of 
Waters. He had never seen Waters before 
the killing, and his testimony was con- 
fined to the nature and character of the 
wound. 
‘The next witness called by the state was 
John Waters, a brother of the deceased, 
who testified that he and his brother 
had intended going out hunting on Tues- 
day morning, but after failing to get a dog 
from Perdue, witness had decided not to 
go. His brother and Perdue had decided to 
go muiting the next day, but his brother 
gaid that he would not go out unless his 
headache was better; had known Perdue 
for some time, and, so far as witness knew, 
Perdue and the murdered man were per- 
fectly friendly. 

Waters failed to come home on Tuesday 
night, and witness went in search of him 
Wednesday morning, following the direc- 
tion his brother had said. he was going. 
About four miles from town he found, in 
the middle of the Humphreys road, what 
appeared to be pools of blood that had been 
covered with dirt. On the bank opposite 
the blood he found a shoulder strap which 
he recognized as his brotper’s, and he 
found indications of the body having been 
dragged from the road down toward the 
branch; also found his brother’s dog near 
by; witness then described his search, and 
the finding of the body in the branch. 
There was 35 cents in the dead man’s pock- 
et: witness had not seen Perdue on Tues- 
day. 

The next witness called was Mrs. Parrish, 
who stated that she had seen the two 
defendants and another negro, just before 
dark on Tuesday, sitting on the roadside 
about seventy-five yards from where the 
body was afterwards found. She had 
heard a gunshot about fifteen minutes be- 
fore, and as she passed them, one of the 
three remarked: ‘“‘We killed @ damn big 
rabbit down there.” No other fact of any 
importance was brought out by her tes- 
timony. 

Thomas L. Smith, a butcher, who lives 
on the Humphreys street road, testified 
that be had seen George Perdue and Wil- 
liam Waters, between 10 and 11 o’clork 
Tuesday morning, about two miles this 
side of the scene of the killing, with guns 
and dogs, coming in the direction of the 
city. Witness identified a setter dog as 
having been with them, 

w. J. Hewell, watchman at the Hum- 
phreys street crossing of the Southern 
railway, saw Waters and Perdue between 
7 and 9 o’clock on Tuesday morning, walk- 
ing down the railroad track past the 
crossing witness called to them 
to get thei® dog off the track, as an ap- 


Waters called the the track. A 
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on the 
cross-examination, Mr. Hill announced that 
these were his strongest witnesses, and 
that he did not think the evidence suffi- 
cient to sustain a verdict of guilty, even 
were one obtained. The court agreeing with 
Mr. Hill’s view of the case, a verdict of 
“Not guilty” was entered in favor of Per- 
ris ‘and Morgan, the two defendants on 
rial. 

The case against the third man, Adolphus 
Bailey, being no stronger, it is likely his 
case will take the same direction. The 
judge instructed the sheriff to hold Bailey, 
however, as there is an indictment against 
him for murder in Newton county.
